May Cause 


James Collins, a patient at the City Hos- 
pital, who is afflicted with one of the rar- 
est diseases known to medical science, and 
whose condition was fully described in the 
Post-Dispatch Thursday, was reported to 
be somewhat better Friday morning, 
though he is still bleeding. Collins is fa- 
miliarly called a ‘“‘bleeder,”’ and the small- 
est cut in his skin places him in great dan- 
ger of death from loss of blood. 

This disease, which physicians call 
‘‘naemophilia,”’ is so rare that his is ‘the 
first case that has come to the City Hlos- 
piial in the memory of the present staff of 
physicians, and Dr. John Young Brown, su- 
perintendent of the institution, says that 
during his 17 years’ practice as a surgeon 
he has seen but one case prior to that of 
Collins. 

Weak from loss of blood that had been 
flowing from a slight scratch on his fore- 
head, Collins went to the hospital at the 
advice of Dr. Humphreys of the dispensary 
staff. Fle had been treated every day since 
his injury, the wound kept breaking 
out anew. 

ais injury

of the hemorrhage which was brought un- 
der control by the application of icebags 
and cold water. This chilled the blood ves- 
sels near the wound and aided the clotting 
of the blood 

Collins is a walter and lives at 291 South 
Broadway. A week ago he was scuffiing 
with a friend and was scratched. by his 
friend’s ring. The wound was superficial, 
scarcely half an inch long, and any ordi- 
nary person would scarcely give it a mo- 
ment’s thought. Collins knew of his in- 
firmity, however, and, much to his friend's 
surprise, insisted or having the wound ban- 
daged by a physician 

He kept the bandage in place all that 
day, but during the night it slipped and 
he was awakened in a stupor from loss of 
blood by his roommate, who thought he 
had. been attacked and perhaps murdered 
in bed, so great was the flow from the fore- 
head scratch.

For years 
he has never touched a penknife and has 
borne slurring remarks on his inability to 
sharpen a leadpencil. Once he gave up 
his position in a restaurant because he 
was asked to wash some fine glasses. He 
feared that he might break one of them 
and cut himself.

One day he cut his finger and bled for 
four days. The physician who treated him 
then told him he wiuld without doubt die 
young and that the slightest scratch was 
dangerous to him. He also urged Collins 
never to marry, as his disease was heredi- 
tary and would be transmftted .to his 
children or certainly his grAndchildren. 
None of the members of Collins’ family 
had ever been troubled with the d@isease 
and he could not find any ancestral pecul- 
larity. Both of his grandparents on his fath- 
ers side were perfectly normal His ma- 
ternal a jtors so far as he could learn 
had never en afflicted as tis he.

As might be expected, few families in 
Which the disease makes its appearance 
last very long. Bleeders usually have | e 
families, only to see their children die in 
eurly childhood. Few children born of a 
motner whose ancestry contains one of 
these remarkable persons, live to be 7 years 
old. In 152 cases of boys reported after a 
search of the medical] archives of Paris, it 
was found that 81 had died before the age 
of 7. and that scarcely 2 per cent had lived 
to maturity. Of all the cases on record, 
fully per cent are males, the females 
transmitting the disease, but rarely die 
from it 

As in everything ele medical, opinions 
as to the cause of the disease differ. Some 
authorities say that the trouble {ts with 
the walls of the blood vessels and noint 
out that the muscular layer of the tubes 
are thin and lack the power of contraction 
such as is possessed by healthy veins This 
preveints the partial closing of the vein by 
the circular muscles and therefore allows 
the clot that might otherwise form to be 
swept away. 

Other phywiclans insist that the trouble is 
with the blood. Its fibrin is lacking in clot- 
ting power and thev point out that blood 
drawn from a biieder takes longer to en- 
aguliate than that of normal blood. One of 
the physicians holding this view of the 
cause of Paemophilia proved his point by 
ane the flow from one of his patients 
with fresh blood drawn from a person with 
healthy blood. The flow was stopped al- 
most instantivy.

Five Residences in the Same Block 
Have Been Looted in-the Past 
Week and Many Valuables 
Were Taken. 


Six special policemen and several detec- 
tives from the city detective force are pa- 
troling the 700 block of Aubert avenue in 
the hope of discovering the thief. or band 
of robbers who have been operating in the 
vicinitY and terrorizing the residents for 
the past few weeks. Six houses have re- 
cently been entered and looted, and $400 tn 
clothing, cash and other valuables have 
been taken. 

Five of the robberies were all on the east 
side of the street, in the same block, and 
the other was on the opposite side, also in 
the same block. 

This leads the police to belleve that either

A. Phillips, a roomer, heard the 
noise In the night and chased a man out 
of the back door. The loot he carried with 
him. and Phillips was unable to get sight 
of the man's face. 

On the Friday night previous the fRiome 
of Thomas Hostetter, 7644 Aubert avenue, a 
half block from Hinton’s house, was en- 
tered. Trunks in the basement were robbed 
of clothing valued at $100, belonging to Mr.

The home of J. Barrett, 732 Aubert av- 
enue. next door to the Hinton home, was 
entered Nov. 12 but the thief or thieves 
were frightened away by the noise of 
falling window glass which they broke 
in entering.

Stephen Putney, 16-year-old son of a 
wealthy shoe manufacturer of Rishmond, 
Va., who disappeared sunddenly while do- 
ing the Arts pdlace at the World's Fair 
with relatives,’ nine days ago, and for 
whom relatives have been searching ever 
since, returned at noon Friday to the Ham- 
ilton Hotel, from which his brother, Lang- 
horne Putney, has been conducting the 
search for him. 

Young Putney was accompanied to the 
hotel by a man. On their arrival there 
they were immediately shown to the room 
of Langhorne Putney. 

In a short time the three came down and 
left the hotel. 

Langhorne Putney said they were going 
to Jefferson Barracks to see what could 
be done about getting Stephen Putney dis- 
charged from the army. 

According to the statement made by him, 
Stephen enlisted in the army at Kansas 
City, his size enabling him to pass as of 
the required age without difficulty. He was 
sent from Kansas City to Jefferson Bar- 
racks, according to Langhorne, and on his 
arrival there was recognized by an officer 
from published descriptions of him, and it 
was this officer. Langhorne said, who had 
accompanied him to the hotel.

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UP SOLDIER'S RING 


—— 


‘Buried With Wearer in 1864, 
Lost When Body Was Moved 
—Reaches Widow. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

RUTLAND, Vt., Nov. 2.—After lying 
ring worn by Corporal D. A. Patch, Com- 
pany B, Second regiment, Vermont Volun- 
teers, has been returned to his widow, now 
Mrs. “Alice T. Pillsbury of Past Walling- 
ford. The ring was found last summer by 
William Landram of Washington, who sold 
it to James F. Owens of Spottsylvania, 
Va.. a veteran. It was sent eventually to 
Mrs. Pillsbury through the efforts of Al- 
bert HH. ensun of Washington, for- 
mally captain in the Ninety-seventh New 
York Volunteer Infantry. 

Landram picked up the ring about 15 feet 
from the old “Bloody Angle’ breastworks 
on the battlefield. It was a simple, narrow 
band and bore Corporal Patch’s name, 
company and regiment inscribed on the tn- 
side. It was broken at one point and badly 
tarnished. but when cleaned the lettering 
showed plainly. "| 

When Capt. Van Denson learned of the 
discovery of the relic he immediately set 
about finding the survivors of the ring and 
finally got in communication with the wid- 
ow. who was married to the soldier in 1382 
and remarried to Spencer Pillsbury_in_ 1568, 
four years after learning of the aeath of

Ambrose T. Patch of Spurgeon, 
brother of the corporal, wrote Copt. 
Denson, who was color-sergeant in 
same company.

my brother wore the ring 
on May &, 1864, and was killed about 15 
feet from the breastworks on May 12,” 
he saye. “He was shot through the head 
and also through the heart, and was buried 
where he fell. I afterward sent his widow 
a part of the inside of his watch which 
had been driven into his body and also his 
wallet, one corner of which had been cut 
off by a Confederate bullet. I did not 
see my brother buried as 1 was wounded 
in the battle of the Wilderness on May 5 
but Corporal Albert Maranville told me of 


the disposition of the body and said that 
the ring was on the finger at interment.”’ 
The bodies of the soldiers buried on

WIASHINGTON, Novy. 25.—The merchant 
marine commission resumed its session to- 
day. Senator Gallinger, the chairman, an- 
nounced that the hearings were about con- 
cluded, but that the commission had 
thought it proper at this time to invite 
naval and postoffice department officials 
to be present today, the former to submit 
their opinion of the desirability of a mer- 
chant marine as auxiliary to the navy and 
the latter to speak of the benefits to ac- 
crue to the postal service as a result of an 
improved merchant marine. 

Seymour Metcalf of the department of 
commerce and labor also was invited to 
attend the hearing. 

Secretary Morton’s view of the relations 
of the government to the merchant marine 
rin the foreign trade was that it was sim- 
ply a question of competition. He said that 
in order to build up a large American 
shipping interest in this country, it will 
be necessary to meet the competition of 
other nations. It will further be neces- 
Sary, he declared, to, in some way, recog- 
nize the mail contracts, the subsidies, the 
bonuses and the premiums of Germany, 
England and other countries. The Ameri- 
can owner of seagoing craft and the 
American sailor, he said, must be given 
equality in all respects, if they are not to 
be handicapped by foreign competition. It 
was his idea that all ships built in this 
country should be constructed in accord- 
ance with plans approved by the navy de- 
partment so that in case of war the de- 
partment could make good and efficient 
use of them. He added that he was not 


sure but that the seamen also should have 
a naval training.

Dying Gambler Exonerates Pistol- 
User From Blame and Bids 
Him Good-By. 


NEW YORK HOLIDAY TRAGEDY. 


After Identification by Victim 
and Several Witnesses Arrested 
Man Denies the Crime. 


NPW YORK. Nov. 3.—Guy Roche, who 
was shot twice under the heart in front of 
the Hotel Marlborough last evening, identi- 
fied Frank Felton, whom the police had al- 
ready arrested as the man who shot him. 
Roche's stateemnmmt was made in the pres- 
ence of Felton and two detectives. Roche 
gaid that the shooting was justified. 

Roth men are gamblers. The police say 
there was an old feud between Roche and 
Felton, and that the latter had been pur- 
sued several times to various cities by 
Roche, who had threatened his life. Later, 
the men became reconciled and were walk- 
ing along Broadway, when the shooting 
took place. 

From the moment Roche was taken to 
the hospital after the sensational shooting 
in the midst of the holiday crowd on 
Broadway, the surgeons told htm that his 
case was almost hopeless. The surgeons 
joined with the police in pleading with 
the wounded man to name his assailant, 
but every request had met with a refusal 
until to-day: . 

“If Idive Pll settle the case, myself; if I 
die, let it go at that,” was hie only an- 


swer. 


Victim Says 
Shooting Was * ‘Justified.” 


Today, however, after the physicians had 
told Roche that he had practicaily no 
chance for recovery, he had Felton Brought 
before him and said that he would identify 
him as the man who fired the shot. When 
the prisoner was brought to the wounded 

man’s bedside, Roche said: 

“Yes, Frank shot me, dut he waa, justi- 
fied. I would have done the same to 
him.” 

Then, addressing Felton, who had4 ap- 
parently not been moved in the least by 
this declaration, the dying gambler said: 

“Good-by, Frank, old boy. I don’t blame 
rou.” 
alates told the detectives that he and 
Felton had quarreled, but that he could 
not recall the cause of the trouble. 

At the close of thp interview the wound- 
ed gambler turned to Felton and said: 

‘Won't you shake hands, Frank?” 

Felton did not reply, and did not appear 
to notice Roche’s request. 

“Oh, don’t act like that, Frank. We're 
old pals; shake hands with me” 


Accused Man 


Denies Charge. 

Felton did not turn hie head. and the 
detectives then took him away. 

After the officers had emter a cab with 
their mrisoner they tried to put him 
through a third degree inquisition. Sud- 
denly, in the midst of it, Felton broke his 
silence. 

“Say,’’ he orled, 
I never shot that man, 
gun in my life.” 

The theory of the police is that Felton 

carried a revolver in the pocket af a light 
overcoat which they allege he wore at 
the time of the shooting and that the coat 
with the revolver still in the pocket was 
carried away by a confederate after the 
shooting occurred. 
Felton was later arraigned in police 
court and held without bail for examina- 
tion next Sunday. Should Roche die before 
Sunday, the prisoner will be taken im- 
mediately before a magistrate and remand- 
ed to the coroner. 


Several Witnesses 


Against Prisoner. 


Felton was arrested immediately after 
the shooting. Two men who saw the shoot- 
ing pursued Felton as he ram from Broad- 
way to Fifth avenue and took refuge in a 
saloon, where he was pointed out to a 
policeman. 

One of the pursuers was a stenographer, 
J. 8. King. He went to the station and, 
at the request of the police, took on the 
Spot the testimony of all the witnesses. 

King declares he saw Felton fire at 
Roche, and George P. Auld, a paymaster 
in the army, confirmed this, saying he 
stood close beside Felton at the time. Half 
a dozen other men were examined. Felton, 
who gave his birthplace as Ohio, was 
searched. In one pocket wag @ roll of $7900 
in bills of large denominations. The 
prisoner showed absolutely no concern over 
his areast. 

Afte, the hearing had been completed 
Police Captain Cottrell declared Felton to 
be one of the worst men he had to “eal 
with in the precinct and that Roche was 
equally bad. 

“As a gambler,”’ said the captain, ‘‘Fe)l- 
ton has given me more trouble than any 
man in New York. For a long time I have 
had men stationed in front of his place in 
Thirty-sixth street and also at the rear 
entrance and have tried my best to drive 
him out of the city.” 

Other policemen declared Felton was 
driven out of Chicago several years ago 


and was known all through. the West. 

At one time he ran a gamDling house, it 
was charged, just back of the station 
house. This place had a movable bridge 
by which patrons could enter after which 
it would be let down. In case of a raid 
they could escape in the same manner.

LONDON, Nov. 25.--The joyous Thanks- | 
giving spirit at the American societies’ 
banquet in the Hotel Cecil last night was 
greatly dampened § when Sir Edward 
Clarke proposed the health of the Amer- 
ican ambassador, Mr. Choate. 
Sir Edward, a distinguished lawyer. for 
six years solicitor-general in Lord Salis- | 
bury’s last cabinet, derided the title’ 


“American” ambassador, declaring that | 
the word “American’’ implies dmoination | 
over the whole of the western hemisphere, 
which the United States does not possess, | 
and is not entitled to, as Great Britain | 
is territorially a larger power on _ the'|! 
American continent than the United | 
States. 

Sir Edward suggested that a more suit- 
able title would be Usona, signifying Unit- 
ed States of North America. Having thus 
entered a respectful protest against the 


Washington state department's order that 
embassies hereafter shall be calied 
“American,” Sir Eaward spoke of the 
miserable underpaying of American judges 
and America’s waste of energies in pro- 
viding for survivors of the civil war and 
in buiiding ironclads which she can never 


use. 


Mr. Choate Is 
Very Well Satisfied. 


This waa the first public criticism here 
of Secretary of State Hay’s order that 
diplomatic agents of the United States 
shall be termed ‘‘American’’ ambassadors 


or ministers. 
Mr. Choate retorted to it rather 


trusquely that Americans are quite satis- 


fied with their name. 
Then, in the best taste, the American 


ambassador went on to speak of the ever 
growing friendship between America and 
Great Britain as cause for Thanksgiving. 


Ambassador Choatc said: 

“Tl ask Lord Lansdowne if he was ready 
to negotiate a treaty of arbitration. 

“ ‘Why,’ he answered, “that goes without 
saying.’ 

“Many things go without saying between 
Great Britein and America; above all, that 
we should avoid all possible causes of of- 
fense and settie all differences by peace- 
ful means.”’ 

The Archbishop of Canterbury proposed 
President Roosevelt’s health, expressed 
sincere thanks for the great hospitality 
extended to him in America, and said: 


English Primate’s 
Praise of Roosevelt. 


“America faces problems greater than 
the world has ever seen, but by a stroke 
of genius has found the man to conquer 
difficulties. We on this side, not less than 
brothers to you across the Atlantic, thank 


God and take courage because the desti- 
nies of America are safe in Roosevelt's 
hands."’ 

The members of the society presented to 
Mr. Choate a portrait of himself by Her- 


bert Herkomer. 


Some of Sir Edward Clarke's utterances 
prove that he is not in love with this 
country. He wrote, in answer to an invi- 
tation to join the Plymouth branch of the 
Anglo-American alliance: 

“Great Britain and the United States no 
doubt have many ties of sympathy, but 
they are two nations, not one. They must 
often have divergent interests and I prefer 
to be unshackled by membership in a so- 
ciety which binds itself to constant co-op- 
eration with the United States govern- 
ment, 

“Many probably have joined simply to 
romote a better understanding and there- 
oy diminish the probability of a conflict. 
But. if this is the object, I think Anglo- 
German, Anglo-French and Anglo-Rus- 
sian leagues are much more needed.”’

NEW YORK, Nov. %3.—A new and im- 
portant witness, whose identity has thus 
far been carefully concealed, will be brought 
forward by the prosecution tn the trial of 
Nan Patterson for the murder of Cesar 
Young, according to a story which gnined 
considerable circulation today.

Darius VYieald died at his farm home in 
St. Charles County, one mile from 0O’Fal- 
lon, at 5:30 o’clock Thursday morning. He 
was nearly 83 years of age and never en- 
tirely recovered from an attack of pneu- 
monia which prostrated him a year ago. 
Mr. Heald was born on the farm where 
he died, and no man was better known 
in this section of the Mississippi valley. 

In the early days he was a great hunter 
and trapper, and had the credit of killing 
more deer, buffalo and other game in what 
are now thickly settled portions of 5Bt 
(*harles St. counties than an) 
other man. He known by all the 
ploneers and many men of St.

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AUSTRALIA AND UNITED STATES 


The history of Australia and that of the 
United States has some interesting paral- 
lela and contrasts. “It was in 1770, only @ 


few months before your famous tea-party 
in Boston harbor, that Capt. Cook dropped 
anchor in Botany Bay,” says Burriss Ga- 
han, in his interesting article on “The Real 
Australia’ in the December number of the 
Booklovers’ Magazine.

So slight is the at- 
traction of the moon for other bodies that 
oxygen mugt escape from its surface with 
much the §ame rapidity as hydrogen es 
capes from the earth. By reason of its 
heaviness carbonic acid gas, however, 
must cling to the' moon with greater te 
nacity--a circumstance that is of the ut- 
most importance to the astronomers who 
have given us the new moon. Carbonio 
acid gas is the food of plants on the earth. 
Is it possible that it may nurture vegeta~- 
tion on the moon? 

It happens that at times there may be 
observed on the moon areas that Prof. 
Pickering—by whom they have been most 
closely studied—has termed “variable 
spots,” because they darken very rapidly 
after sunrise and gradually disappear to- 
ward sunset. They cannot be caused by 
shadows; for shadows would be least vis- 
ible when the sun is directly overhegd. 
They appear most quickly at the equator, 
and invade the higher altitudes after & 
lapse of a few days. In the polar regions 
they have never been seen. What are 
they? Organic Mfe resembling vegetation, 
answer Prof. Pickering and his adherents 
~—Vvegetation that flourishes luxuriantly 
while the sun shines and withers when 
night falis. Given a planet on which the 
temperature probably never rises above the 
metting point of ice, on which water va- 


life. A single day, it may be urged, is 
not sufficiently long for the development 
and decay of vegetation; but 16 hours on 
the moon are little more than half an hour 
on the earth; a day lasts half a month, 
and may well be regarded as a miniature 
season. The absence of storms on the 
moon and the fact that a branch {would 
be urged upward with but one-sixth the 
effort required on the earth, are mestima- 
ble advantages of this mooted lunar vege- 
tation over terrestrial plant life.
